Last week I received a copy of the 112-page document on 
Heritage '76 programs. I read it this weekend, and I think 
that it is very bad and should not be published. It would 
seem to be still another example of how poorly our “contracting= 
out" system works. 


The overall narrative is very poorly organized, giving: too 
clear evidence that it was composed hastily with a scissors 
rather than with a pen. It includes many programs that are 
outside the scope of Heritage '76. [Jt is badly proportioned, 
containing far too much, and too much detail, on Smithsonian 
programs. It is shockingly inadequate in its treatment of the 
National Historic Records Program and succeeds in burying both 
Meeting House and Above Ground Archaeology. I forebear commenting 
on the “historical” account of the origins of the American 
Revolution, with its accent on British "tyranny," Hessian 
"mercenaries," and the like: its awful! To publish it would 
be to compound the embarrassments that have already afflicted 
ARBC. 


I could go on to point up my objections in detail. You 
will find them noted in the margins of the enclosed copy. I 
don't know whether you have received comments from other members 
of the Committee, or from the staff, but if you wish to stimulate 
some response, you may feel free to circulate my letter.

I received the April, 1973 ARBC sales promotion contract 
and the May, 1973 amendment to that contract. This is the first 
information I or any panel member knew of this arrangement so far as 
I can determine, We believe we should have been informed of it before 
it was entered into, and I am also disappointed that we were not 
informed of it within a reasonable time after it had been entered into. 
It was only my recent inquiry about the $280,000 item of expense that 
resulted in its being sent. 


This contract, as amended, aggregates $164,620 as a maximum, 
leaving a very substantial amount of money unaccounted for as to use, 
or proposed use. Have you any facts on that balance or on whether the 
contract money was fully expended and the services provided in a timely 
manner. 


An evaluation of the extent of the effectiveness of the pro- 
motion program should, in my opinion, be promptly made available to

I agree that it needs major overhauling. Many sections of it attempt to be — 
popular historical narrative and this seems inappropriate. The introduction 
seems too folksy. The length of the text, plus pictures, will exhaust readers. 


The philatelic numismatic combination souvenir (PNC) and the medals 
program has already resulted in the participation by over a million members 
of the public since 1972 and is going forward. It is given merely honorable 
mention on page 7. This program has probably been more successful than 
anything ARBC has undertaken, yet it has been described most casually and 
only as a money-raising operation with no detail given even in that regard. 


The Post Office Department which has produced a steady program of 
Bicentennial postage stamps has been given virtually no recognition for its 
accomplishments.

it is inaccurate and already out of date. For example, it states that "if 
Congress approves ***", and, although this was presented in September, 1973, 
this statement is now obsolete because the bill has been passed.

This is misleading in that three new designs 
are to be used, and they are only to be used on the reverse of the three 
eoins.

A Colonial drummer boy, Independence Hall and the Liberty Bell 
overlapping the moon are the Bicentennial reverse coin designs chosen 
to appear on the quarter dollar, half dollar and dollar, respectively, 
secretary of the Treasury, George P. Shultz and Mrs. Mary Brooks, 
Director of the Mint, announced today. The double date 1776-1976 will 
appear on the front of each coin. 


The three new coin designs were the winning entries submitted in 
the National Bicentennial Coin Design Competition for the reverses of the 
dollar, half dollar and quarter dollar. The Treasury Department is 
awarding $5, 000 to each of the winning designers and his initials will be 
incorporated in his design at the time the final coinage models are prepared. 


Jack L. Ahr, 1802 South Highland, Arlington Heights, Illinois, 
designed the Colonial drummer boy that will appear on the back of the quarter. 
He is the proprietor of Jack Ahr Design and Sales specializing in the design 
Of custony preducts. 


Seth G. Huntington, 4153 Aldrich Avenue South, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, is the designer of Independence Hall that will appear on the 
half dollar reverse. He heads the Custom Art Department of Brown and 
Bigelow in Minneapolis and is the winner of numerous citations and awards 
for bis’ art. 


Dennis R. Williams, 880 East Broad Street, Columbus, Ohio, designed 
the Liberty Bell extending over the moon that was selected for the back of 
the dollar coin. He is a 22 year old student majoring in sculpture at the 
Columbus College of Art and Design. He was assigned the problem of coin 
design by his sculpture instructor. 


The new designs emblematic of the Bicentennial of the American

practical, I know that Mery Brooks sincerely appreciates the part 
you played in obtaining action. 


You asked my opinion as to whether 15,000,000 sets of 
silver 1976 comemoratives can be sold in view of the probability 
that a high price would have to be established in order to avoid 
their acquigition on an intrineic value basis. I feel that the sets 
should be priced ae reasonably as the silver ond production and din- 
tribution costs permit so that a large segment of the public can 
participate, The silver smelters whom you mention cannot possibly 
benefit from the ieoue if the silver price at the time of distribution 
is only a fractional element of the cost. ‘The eflver speculators can 
buy silver bars and bars of worn silver coing at substantially lower 
prices if silver vaiue is what interests then. 


Nevertheless, 15,000,000 seta is a massive emount and some 
way showld be found te keep inventory only modestly ahead of seles 
erdere ae any retailer muet de to prevent possible markdowns. I 
will be gled to discuss this matter with you or others if you feel 
I can be of help. 


All of us look forwerd to your further service in Congress 
and are glad that your thoughts about retiring were only temporary.

Objective: To publicize and promote the sale of commemorative 
medals and PNC package under the auspices of the 
ARBC. The PNC promotion will take place during 
July 1973; the medals in September and October of 
1973. 


Scope: This promotion is intended to concentrate on 
national sales through-a public service campaign 
that will include television, radio, and print. The 
croguan mist operate within strict parameters that 
it must. produce orders for the PNC package within 
a 30 day period and a 60 day period for sale of the 


commemorative medals. 


Market: The potential market takes in just about everybody, 
regardless of age, geographic location, sex, 
religion, race or economic status. The limited 
number of medals and PNC packages available for sale, 
the relatively low unit prices of all items, and the 
fact that the funds generated from all sales are 
available for distribution to state bicentennial 
activities, all contribute to make these items 


almost universally salable. 


The Program: 
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When executing a national public service campaign 
the key item is distribution. Our judgment 
indicates that given this potential, and having to 
operate within the budget prescriptions, this ARBC 
marketing effort should poe ed ae to four pubaae 
service areas: TV spots, radio spots, newspaper 


and magazine space. 


We believe, however, that the primary and most 
useful tool will be the public-service TV spot. 

The bulk oe the available budget therefore, should 
be for preparation, production and distribution of 
these spots. The short period between the awarding 
of this contract and the commencement of PNC sales 
dictates a higher cost for TV scene in the July 


campaign than in the September-October campaign. 


Radio announcements will be made available to 
key stations in all markets and locations of the 
country including US Territories and a limited number 


of foreign countries (mostly of British influence). 


Magazine and Newspaper space will be utilize to the 
maximum extent, but traditionally, they have been 


the least likely media to grant public-service space: 
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Projections: In a campaign based on free (public service) time 
and space it is obviously impossible to make an 
accurate projection of sales. However, it is our 
opinion that last year's sales can be surpassed. 
This belief is based on the expected effectiveness 

, O£ the TV spots alone. Under our plan 500 stations 
will receive the TV spots and reach an average 
20 million viewers. This is not an exceptional 
number of viewers for that many spots. 

Proposal: For the July sale of PNC packages a 30 second TV 
spot is proposed to be distributed to 500 stations 
in time tor broadcast on the Fourth of duly. Radio, 
magazine, and newspaper space would be coordinated 
to appear throughout the month. (See Appendix I) 

A similar plan would again be followed in September 
and October. During both phases a letter would 

go to each state Bicentennial Commission outlining 

what they could do to help this effort in their own 
state. This help would be in the form of personal 

contact with key media people in that state to 


encourage use of this pregram material.
